To THB Editoh: — Whilst lioldiiit; the 
theory of regalatiun witli rofuroiice to this 
evil to be vicious 1 would lun bu uiidoi - 
ntood to condamii its advoc/itea. It can- 
not be doubted that rufurinors who 
jiqually deprecate the vice iliU'er widely aa 
toniethodaof dcaliiiL; with it. Ilaviiit,' 
prefaced this in order tu iivoiil luiHconcap- 
tion I proceed with the criticism: 

The Post's editorial says: "Those who 
cloau their oyea to the uxistoiico of human 
passions and assert that man can become 
immaoulato upon this earth are nothing 
more than dangerous vi.sionarieSi " Who are 
blind to the existence cif human passions ( 
Certainly not those who advocate repros- 
uioii of the unlawful indulgence of .inch 
paasiona. Surely the Post does not liuld 
that the oxtincli(ni of the possibility t)f 
paaHiun is ueces.sary in order to purity. 
This would be nintilation with a ven- 
geance. It woiilil make virtue in ihi.i par- 
ticular relutiun an iin[)iidsibility . That i.i 
the noblest virtue whicli at the dictate of 
the higher law of purity refua^B the grati 
fication of the atronuust acnsual dcsiref 
The passion <it a full orbed nature is no 
evil, but a great bles.sing; its subordina 
tion to the law of virtucriia intelligeneo is 
its crowning glory. 

It has already been sliusvn in ii 
former communication that whilst the 
possibility of this evil in suciety is 
uneacapablo, its existence is e(.|ually un- 
necessary. Perhaps the Pnal will wish 
to be under.stood when u.iing the term 
necessary to mean that the uvil will always 
eiist. 1 reply , the same is true of other 
evils, such aa theft, abortion and murder. 
Do we then set apart a locality and t;rant 
license for the perpetration of these crimes 
in order to decrease them by regulation ( 
Not at all, we aasunie that whilst thoy are 
poasiblH tlioy are not iieee.s-iary, and in- 
stead of K'ving a legal right to that which 
in the very nature of things is a legal 
wrong, we aim only at auppreBsion, never 
fora moment, thinking that our principle 
ii'^rong because it does not make the 
crimes impoiiaible. 

Iinagine the writer in the Post admitted 
to a convention uf l.idies met fwr the dis- 
cussion of this b|irning <|Uu.stion and that 
he should furinubite a resolution calling 
upon the authorities to legalize prostitu- 
tion, which must draw the recruits for ita 
lecherous debauchery from their own fire 
aide and ask those matrons to vote for it. 
Would thoy not all toirether indignantly 
declare his ethics to be infamous ( Their 
motherly instincts might safely be trusted 
a* B sufficient guard against lending thuii 
aanctton to & theory which would confer 
a legul atiitua upon and derive a public in- 
come from female obacenily. The very 
idea ia revolting and could only be enter- 
tertained by the lingering barbarimu that 
still runa in the blood of our civilization . 
But whilst we turn with loathing from this 
repulaiva theory what are we tn Aiake of 
our own practice I The man who advo- 
cates license ia an agitatorj ia doing some- 
thing and may be deeply earnest, but aa 
for us in this community we cannot oven 
clai^ (the merit of sincerity - wo simply 
do nothing. We neither try to regulate 
nor repress. It were a virtue t(^try some- 
thing if even wo were mistaken.- Methods 
are* fluid, we could change from one to an- 
other If the poor fallen ones are steeped 
in iniquity we are none the leas soililen 
in the guilt of indifrerentisin and llie linal 
•umming up of things (jught to go fearfully 
against us. No doubt it will. It the 
cry of diacrorncd womanhood. G<id raise 
up a deliverer if even it be a Deborah frajn 
amongst themselves.

To TiiK Editor. — Would you kindly 
allow me apace to draw the attention of 
the poatoQico authorities to the way we are 
being treated in these districts. It a;;- 
pears that two or three inveterate gnnn- 
biers at North Saanich, arrogating to 
themselves the same importance as the old 
• tory ttlla us the three tailors of Tooley 
street did in London, have per.snadod the 
postmaster at Victoria that a postoflico 
ought to be cfltablialied at the North Saa 
nicli Hour mill and the mail sent out there 
in !i sealed bag, and 1 may here stale that 
the mill is about the moat inconvenient 
place fur nine'-tenths of the district that 
conld have been chosen. Hitherto the 



practice has been to give the mailcarrier an 
open bag and liu leaves the letters at oacli 
house as he passes, and this system has 
worked so well under tho present contrac- 
tor that no reasnniible man could have any 
cause of complaint. But now comes the 
climax. At the Victoria [uiatotlico they 
have hit on the brilliant idea of having 
two mail bags sent out, one open for 
distribution aUiiig tho road tho other seal- 
ed for the mill. Of course thoy thought 
they had pleased everybody, bi;t it is evid- 
ent thoy had novor read .■Essopa'Fables.as 
the story of the old man, his son and the 
ass has received a atriking conGrination. 
It is pne unvarying complaint along the 
whole line. It seems that the mail bags 
are tilled in Victoria in a sort of huppy-go- 
lucky stylo, irrespective of name or ad- 
dress, 80 that some of the letters and paj)- 
ers which ought to bo delivered in Lake 
and South Saanich are put in the scaled 
ban and taken on to the mill to be loft till 
called for. A few days ago T received a 
message stating that a ijuantity of mail 
matter was lying at the uiill for mo and I 
liv,; about ten miles from tho mill. 'I'here 
is also a budget for an inhabitant of Lake 
District, aixteoii miles distant from tho 
mill. It is to be hoped that should that 
mull use a naULdity word when ho hoara 
of it tho recording angel will at once drop 
a tear. Hut is it not outrageoua that we 
are to receive one half our mail delivered 
on Tuesday and liave to take a journey of 
twenty or thirty miles to get the other 
half when both go by the same convey 
anco. Tu show the ab.iurdity of a sealed 
bag, one of those who was tho most anx- 
ioua to get it Ims iiHlced the contractor to 
got his letters from tho mail when the bag 
is openeii and put ilu-iii in tlie o[H'n bag 
and deliver them at his house. It is said 
that the contractor answered by whistling 
a tune called "I'm a young man from the 
country, but you can't get over mo." In 
conclusion would you inform the gi'iitle- 
men at the postoftico that if they want 
more time to play skittles we will all sign a 
petition to the proper authorities to give it 
thein,but we most decidedly object to their 
getting it by playin g the foul with oui 
mail bags.

To TtiK Editoh: — Twice within tho hi.st 
few days I have read paragraphs in the 
iiews]jai)crs which have ini]iressiMl nio with 
the importani'c of this subjcc'l. 

Olio iiaragrajih in an Kuglish paper allud- 
ed to a report whiidi has just been present- 
ed to the Iloyal .\gricultural Society of 
Kugiaud, by their consnlting <. ntoiiioloj^ist, 
the taleiilcil .MisM l iniicroil. and in uhich 
the very startling slatameiit is made (,aiid 
coming from such au authority there ia little 
doubt as to its accuracy* that the loss to 
English farmers from the operations of a 
single insect, the Hot l''l\ , aniouiits to no 
less than one ])ound sterling per head iqjoii 
all the cattle in the counti \. 

The othi^r paragraph was in the (Ittawa 
l''ree Press, ami bore iiifen-nee to the rav- 
ages eoiniuitteil la.-'.t uioiith in tin- n.-ighbor- 
licjoil of (Jttuwii liy ii i':iti-i-|iillar nearly al- 
lied to tliu terrible ■■.\noy Woini," 

.Now thi' lirsl..f Ihehe i,e,-^ts, the Hot I'ly, 
is, iiH every fariiiei- lumws, pli'uliful emoigh 
here; but how many fanners have ever 
heard of the siuiple remeily snggestcil by 
Miss Ormerod? And as to the army worm, 
even if we have not the ideiitieal insect 
here (and I am not Miiri- that we have not; 
still we liavo others (|uite as nearly allied to 
it us the one which Iihm il.nie ;.o uiiich mis- 
chief 111 lltlawii. 

As a rule noxious insects ilo not do so 
much damage in a uiiwly sittliui country as 
iu an old one, one lenson being that tho 
ciiliivated patches are cLmiparatively few 
and fur between, thus preventing our tiny 
enemies from spreading with much rapidity, 
and some kinds may perish wliolesnle 
through even one farmer ceasing for a year 
to grow the particuhir crop upon which 
they feed. And moreover very few insects 
arc uatiirally enemies to man. It ia man 
himself who disturbs tho wimderful balance 
of creation by increasiiiL; artiticially the sup- 
ply of a certain vegetable, for instance tlio 
tiiruiji, and nature simply tries lo i-oslore 
the balance by iiicn a.-iiiig the number of 
creatures ■.>-hose food the lunii]) forms. 
Doubtless the ubove reasons may aecoiiut 
for lirilish Cohiinbiun funiiei>, being .mo little 
trubled by insects in the past, Imt how 
about the future? Our country is being 
rapidly aettlwl, une the woodland barriers 
between the cultivated land.i are' fast disaji- 
peai'ijig, and soon wo may find oiu-Helves 
called upon to face a formidable iiiseci foe-, 
of whose existence even we are now ignor- 
ant. 

In view of such a conliugeucy, .Mr. Pdi- 
tor, I will ViMiture to make through your 
valuable paper, a suggestion to our minister 
ol agriculture, and I feel sure that if it is 
acted upon, it will result in very great gain 
to the farmers and consetjuently to the 
province, if not immediately at any rate in 
tlie near future. 

.\Iy suggestion ia thia— that in the circular 
of eiu)iiiry which our agricultural depart- 
ment issues. I believe, eai:h year to eveiy 
farmer, some nuestious should be iiiseiieil 
asking for iiarticulars, and where jnactic- 
ablc speoiineiis of any insects that have 
during the jmst year shown themselves in- 
jurious to any crop, or in any other way 
iniiimical to the agrienllln'ali^l. and further, 
that th(^ minister having procuiiMl this in- 
formation, shoiilil in return endeavor to 
liuil out for the fanners' ijenelit (either by 
c(jrn'Spoiulence with and procuring there- 
ports of, the agricultural deiiartuieuts in 
other places where the' same iuaeets have 
been observed, or by any other luealia that 
may suggest themselves to him) tho boat 
way of destroying the destroyers or of 
counteracting their work. * 

It has long been the custom to ilesidse 
such apparently insigniricuiit creatures as 
jnse<'ts, anil to consider those m Iiu slndy 
fcheiii aa hardly niin/ins mentis, but \vlu)ii 
W)' see asoei<-ly like the Iloyal Agricultural 
Sop iely of England, which is second to no 
siuUlar society in the world, preparing 
special annuid reports upon them ; when wo 
n niL>iiiber, too, that all the principal States 
in the Union support highly suluried State 
entomologists, men liki' Kiley, Packard and 
Fitch, vliose researi'lies for the most part 
are carried on at (.;oveniiiieiit e\|iense, have 
earned for them a world-wide reputation; 
and wheiii to I'ouie nr arer home, we con- 
sider the fact the Ontario proviui'ial legis- 
lature voles $1,01111 every year for a reiiort 
on the iiatT.ve insects, -.ve shall, I think, 
retidily admit that our government will at 
least have good precedents for taking the 
steps which t have snggeatcd and which 
will cost ])raetically n:)thing, while they 
may, as I havajBuid above, produce groat 
and Inaliug beiiefttu. T.

'I'hu new departure has aroua«d 
some discussion and i)i'o'jably the ladies 
exercised tlic franchise uiulor several dis- 
advantages which may lu-reafter bo recti 
fi«d. To those who are opposed to woincn 
voting oven in school matters it may bo 
auid that it ia likely to prove a wholesome 
discipline, and if it docH not do much good 
it is not- likely to do niiieli harm, and it 
aeenia oltlly juHt that women slunild have ;i 
voice in-thu inaiiaL;eniont uf tho education 
of their ubtldron.' Hut there are alsn lUhor 
causes which ha vetended to revive the inter 
eat in educational matters, and i>ne of the 
most important of these is tlie appointment 
of ail oner^^otie and able auperiiitendeut of 
education, whose cuur.so since ho hiia taken 
otiice has met with ijeneial :i|iproval and 
shown that 1w is the rij^bt man m the nyhl 
place. If further iiiatance waa wanted of 
the interest vhich prevails iu educational 
matters we might refer to the cnnvd.s 
which flocked to the entertainment sjiveii 
by the girls' school yesleniay afleniooii, 
wlien tho rhilhannomc Hall was nut only 
filled to overflow iiiij , but hundreds had to 
leave who were unable to Mhtain even 
standing room, and were thereby unfor 
tunatoly prevV'iited froiu witiieaaing a 
nios^ agreeable spectacle. Our education- 
al system may not he perfect, few such 
ayatenis are, as there i.^ a cuiistant tempt- 
atioii fo inuitiply objects of atudy to niiike 
the training mure showy and ornamental 
rather tha-i practical, and to increase the 
complexity ol the machinery by which it 
is worked. This our neighbors in the 
United States have already discovered. but 
no greater safeunard ai^ainst such rules can 
be found than the keen public interrst 
which now exisls in this province in re- 
gard to educational matters.
